Thus was this Cifron Hangd, 
to the wrer ruin of che:Daake of Burgundy, 
his Houſe, and his Dominions ; fo infatuared 
was his” Underſtanding: After this, our 
wicked Earl beganto puFinprafiice his Frea- 
cherv, for the which-purpoſe*he agreed finſt 
with a Frerfth Wak man or Phyſician, dwell- 
irg in Lyons, cal.et Mr. Stmon-of Paris ; 
and aferxards with the King's Embaſſador 
in Savoy: Neither of whichways ſtxceceding, 
he offer'd to' flee with all his Forces from 
his Maſter ro &ing *Lewis 3 but the King 
dereſting ſuch Treafons of a Servant avainſt 
[is Maſter, ſent by rhe Lord conte to ac- 
quaint the Deke of Bargnrdy with it + But 
the Dake (as if he had becn himRlf in the 
Plot avainft his own Lifc) was fo fottifhy and 
fopid a Prince, that he receiv'd this ſecond

mer, ſaying, That if this Diſcovery were tra, 
the 1:9 (being his Enemy) wnuld nur have 
advertiſed him thereof ; whereot he over al- 
rer that, loved the cat! rather betrer than 
before. Burt this folly of his was juſity re- 
warded ; for i a ſhort tine aftcr, when the 
Duke of Burgundy and the Dake &©f Lorarn 
mere ingrocd, this Fail of C:mp:cacoe, with 
many of his Forces, revric2 torhe Enemy, 
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whereby the Duke of Burgundyly Forcts were 
gwed, and, he himſelf attually Slain. Ne- 
xef did Prince fall more unpitied than this 
Puke did ; uor &id his People know which 
molt; 5 ,blame of the Two, cither he who

» Confid, V. 4here agg Fourgſeveral Arpu- 
ments, which mainy.times prevail with Pria-

{piracies @aialt themſelves. The Fifſt is 
drawn from their being in, or made privy 
hemlelyes, to-part of che Plot, bur not the 
whole, The Sccond,.Frong, their» own good 
Nature and Clemency. e Third, Frem 
the nature of 4heEvidence. And the Fourth, 
{rcm the nature and intereſt ef the pretend- 
ed Conſpirators. To begin then wich the 
Firſt: When the Prince hath been made ac- 
quainted with- the Deſign of introducirg a 
vew Governmert, or newK&cli;ion, bur nor 
with the Deſign of taking away,h's own Life, 
this ſometimes bath prevail'd with him not 
to believe, that che lame Party with whom 
te bimfſcit is in a Conſpiracy, ſhovld have 
ary ſuch other Plot againſt h's Lite. Bux 
this I hope 1s nor our caſe; for that no Re. 
lipion or Goverrment can be fo (ch for 
bis Majeſty's Advantage,, as that which is 
Ut biifhed amongit us: Since in Popery, a'- 
Lhougl 


f, who gave is ſucceſs by 
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though his Majeſty would be made abfolfte 
over his SubjeQs, yer his Slavery tothe Ro; 
would be ſo great, that, af well his Libefr 
as. his Reveres would be much leſs rhar 
now. * For, beſides the,vaſt Sums-of Money 
that wonld then go from the Exchrquer-to 
the Churgh, I] dare boldly affirm, that had 
his Majeſty been never ſy"abfoluce, he could 
not ia this time have ſqueez'd more' Morey 
frongs the” Subjctt , than he hith alrcady res 
ceived 'in his Taxcs ſince hiscomirg in; and 
that muſt have been done by a ſtanding Ar- 
my, which would mak? him 'odiofts, and 
eat vp half his” profit.” *Tis policy inthe 
Prince not to take away all at once, bur to 
leave a Neſt-Egg, if he deſigns they ſhould 
lay again ;, but for the Chytch of Rye, who 
ever reads/ our Chronicles wilt find, that no- 
Schook boys hbave bern greater Slaves co their 
Maſters*, chiti many of out Emgltſþ Kings 
wer& tothe Poſe ; and thoſe who were above 
his: Diſcipline, the Rowsſh Chutch ever found 
ſome way or otHMer to cut him off, either by 
ſerring his' own People againſt him, as they 
did by King John, or by fore infallible Ca- 
tholick P:iſon, or by ſome bloody Godfry 
Dagger. King Edgar for his I:g&ontinency 
was enj»yr'd by DunſtÞs Abbot of Glaſen- 
bary, not to wear his Crown ſor Seven Yeats, 
to which he was forced to ſubmic. King 
Henry II. to expiate the Murder of Thomas 
Becket, ( committed to his Courtiers, ) was 
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forced to walk barc-footed Three Miles to 
vile his Shrine, and then to receive Fourſcore 
Lafſhcs vpon his bare back from the Monks. 
Kivg '7eby for oppcling Pope Innocent 111. 
was (after imcrdicticg the Realm tor Six 
Years and three Months, ) forced to render 
his Crown to Pandulthus the Pope's Legar, 
ard take it again in Fee Fatm at the Rent 
of a I bouſand Marks Yearly : Nor did thi 
ſatizfic the Popiſh Malice, for he was awlaſl 
Poyſcned in Smixſted Abbry by one Stmon 
a Mcnx, Furthermore, to let you ce, that 
i: the time of Popecry, Princes lived not fo 
peaceable as now, be plealed co obſerve, that 
berwixt the Conqueſt and our Reformation, 
Scven of our Engliſh Kings were Murihered, 
z1&. King 7obn, Richard 1. Edward Il. Rs- 
cbatd I. Edward V. Henry VI. and Richard 
IY. (not to mention the Emperor Hemry VII. 
who was Poyſoned in the Emchariſt by one 
Berrard a Monk, nor Hexry Il. of France, 
ſtabb'd by Clanent the Monk, nor Henry IV. 
of France, fabb'd by Ratileac, or thoſe 
rany Hundred Examples of this nature , 
which | could produce out of cther Chroni- 
cies.) $o that whatever Prince conſicers theſe 
things atizht, I think he can have no I-.tereſt 
ro introcuce Popery® unlefs he deſires cither 
tro be whipped by a Monk, or ftabb'd or poy- 
{on'd by a Jeſuit ; for in ſuch a caſe, *ts the 
Jeluits that Goyern, and nct the King,

Conſid. VI. The ſecond Motive which may 
inclice a Prince to dil-belieye the Report,of 
a Plor, is from his own-good Nature atid 
Cl-mency, which makes lym not expect any 
Il from hole tro whom he has been (o kind, 
But this is a fallacious way of armving, for 2 
Prince wao would preſerve himfelt againſt 
Conſpiracy , is to have an Eye rather upn 
thp'c he has oblige!, than thoſe he has 0!- 
fended ; tor thoſe that are oftenaed , have 
not ſuch frequent Opportunities, nor ſuch ca- 
fie Accell:s to him as the other have ; ard 
for their Diſpoſition, it is much alike, the 
Delire of Dominion being as grear, if not 
greater, than rhe Deſire of Revenge. We 
ſee therefore, that where any great Con!pi- 
racy has been made, it has been me (t con- 
monly begun by ſuch as were moſt famuliar 
with the Prince, and moſt in his Favour ; 
for {o it was. in the Confpiracy of Perennius 
2gainſt Commodns, Plantianus againſt Sewe- 
rus, Stjanus againlt Tibermus ; all which were” 
Favourites , and highly obliged by their (e= 
veral Emperors. So that whatever Prince 
truſts too much to the Friendfhip of his deer« 
eſt Fav.,urircs, nav, to his own Brother, mav 
ſometimes find himſelt deceived. T he Eatl 
of -Campobache (whom IT mentioned tefore) 
had reccive.| Favours, (ſufficient ro have g9Þli- 
ved him more faithfully ro his Maffer the 
Duke, than he afrerwards proyed.. Brutus 
was as dcar , ard { many thirk) as rearly 
I 4 iclated

related to Ceſar, as any Brother, but yer we 


ſee he had a band in his Murther. The 


neater a Friend is, the nearer is he to be my 
Heir, therefore the more likely to wiſh my 
Death. Friends arc oftentimes as dear to 
us as out Relations, therefore the. Laws of 
Kindred may. as ' well be violated, as the 
Laws of Friendſhip, then which, vothing is 
more uſual. Who betrays you in your Be 
Your Friend, for your es is not admit- 
red to your Houſe, Who betrays you in 
your Eſtate 2 your Friend, for-your Ecemy 
is not made .your Truſtce's So that nothing 
is more davgerous than a blind” Friendſhip. 
Fhe Tarks well know, how much more pre- 
valent Inter«ſt is amongſt Btothers than Af. 
feftion, which mgkes the Laws'of thcir Em- 
pire take ſo ſevere.a Courle with the Grand 
Sergnior's younger .Brathers. How many 
* Princes have been ruin'd by their next im- 
paticnt Heirs, nay, even ſometimes by their 
own Sons? That moſt prodigious Empire 
which Tamberlatn the Great had acquired, 
how was it torn in pieces, ard deſtroyed by 
a Diviſion betwixt his Two Sons 2 Did not 
Cain kill Abel2 And was not Joſeph (old into 
egypt by his Brethren » Had not Agrsf find 
ber Wakeman, wherewith ſhe poyloned her 
own Hushand, the Emperor Claudius? And 
was not ſhe her ſelf afterwards  kill'd by 
her own Son Nero ? If (as we often (ce) little 
petty later make one Brother ith 0s 
others 
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others Death , how much more prevalene 
will the intereſt of a Crown be? Nay, of 
Two Crowns, viz. one here, atfd anochiter 
hereafter in Heaven , promiſed him' by an 
old Fellow with a bali Pate , and a ſpade- 
Beard: Ss wrolandum eft jus; 1710landum ft 
Regnamdi-gratia. And beſides all this, when 
a Succeſſor obſerves that the” Life of one 
fingle Perſon, not only 'kreps him froth 
Three Kingdoms, but alſo makes him, his 
Family, aid whole Party, be Baniſhed arid 
Perſecuted , youu mult needs acknowledge , 
that he lies under a great Temptation ro- 
violatg the Sixth Commandment: Which 
things . being cor:fidered , rogether with thar 
Law whith wipes off all Arrainders , whe- 
ther of Treaſon or Murther, by the De. 
ſcent of the Crown, I cannot but think that 
a Prince's good Nature reriders him ſecure 
only in his own Conerit, and not fn Reali- 
ty. We all know that bis R. H. hath held 
Correſpondence with Cardinal Norfolk, and 
other the Pope's Nuncio's, about introdu- 
cizg Popery ; aid we are likewiſe inform- 
ed , thar Pepery was to be introduced by 


" the King's Death : So how a Man could - 


be privy to the Effet, withouc being ac- 
quainted with the Means, ſeems very pro-

Coofid. Vil Thirdly , Mcſt Princes be- 
lieve or disbelieve the Information which is 
given them of a Plot, according to 'the Na- 
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ture of the Evidence, and Credit of the Tn: 
formants. Firſt, For the Nature of: the E- 
vidence, what is ir > That they had a De- 
{ign tro Murther the King, and: introduce 
Papery. What is there improbable in all 
this 2 Was there-never any Printe murther- 
ed before by a Conſpiracy ? Was there never 
any Anempt before, to introduce into a 
Country a new Religion? Why then have 
we {o many Laws made to prevent fuch a 
thing , if it fcems- ſo improbable ever ro be 
done? When the Romans forbear to make 
any Law againſt Parricide, it was out of a 
Prclumprion that ir wonld never be ated: 
But we. all know, that thee are things-which 
the Papiſts have ſeveral timers before attempt- 
ed amongſt us ; witneſs rhe Gunpowder-Trea- 
ſon, the Invaſion of the Spantaras in Eighty 
Eight ,-and their many Artemp:s both a- 
gainſt Queen Elizabeth's, ard King Zames's 


Perſons. So that I cannot apprehend any-. 


thing ftrange in their Relation : The only 
Miracle that appzars to me. is, that any one 
(but thoſe thar are i the P:or) ſhould que- 
ſizon rhe. trath of ir; eſp:cially when they 
-confider the wonderful manner of its Dif: 
covery, 'whorcta the Providence of God ap- 
reared moſt rematkable,: that fill as one 
Ian's Evideice has been cenſured, a 
freſh Witne's hath riſen up to' fuppſy and 
ſtrergthen the former. Had this Plot been 
a io1gcd Contriyance of their own, (they 

would 
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would at the very firſt Diicovery of ity have 
had hait a dezzn, or halt a ſcore crafty 
Fellows, —_ to have atteſted 21! che lame 
tings z wacreas on, the contrary /( notwith- 
ſtarcirg weare now on a burning Scent) we 
were fain, till here of late, ro pick out by 
little, all upon-a-cold Scent, and that ſtained 
[00 by the Tricks and Malice of our Eac« 
nues : $0 that had we not had ſome fuch 
gd Hunilmen, as the right Noble Earl of 
Shaftsbaty, and Gur lace {ccrer Committee, 
to manage the Cale for us, our Hounds muſt 
needs have been baffied, and tht Game loſt. 
In my ghole Li'e- time, of all the Hiſtories 
| have ever read or heard of , I do nar re- 
member to have met with any Action more 
bald orc gallant, than was tat of- Dr. Oates's 
D:i{covery; for one lingle Man (as be did} 
to fly in the Face of {o prevailing a Party 
as they wete, without - any Second” to back: 
him, to perſiſt and juſſific his Evidence, atcer 
the many Diſcoumcnances were at fi: {t ſhew- 
ed him; to accuic Perfonsof that high Q a»: 
lity, Power an d Reyenge , when Ewerard 
had bt;ore heen denied the Benefic of the 
Sun, and k:pt cloſe Priſoner in a Dungeon 
for Four Ycars togerher, only- for coming 0- 
ver to diicover, that the Papilts beyond Sca 
had a deity to bring in Popery here: Vhen 
Juſtice Goafrey. had been murthered; only 
tor acquaintivg the Council with what he 
told him; ard yet for him to adhere ro his 
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Information, certainly norhing, could be more 
bold or brave. - How many, and how great 
diſcouragemerts hath this Diſcovery mer 
with : Firſt, When the Lord of Danby was 
fo-long acquainted with it, and concealed it 
time cnough fur. the Plotters to convey away 
both their Perſons - and Papers. Secondly , 
the Vit of her R. H. coffee the Princels 
in Flanders, at the fiſt breaking out of 'the 
Plor, in which Voyage many Prieſts,- Jeſuits 
and.

Iv, Theſe frequent Diffolutions and Proroga- 
trons of Parliaments, to preverit the T1yal 
ef the Lords. Scventhly, Suffering Sir Phi- 
lip Floyd, Clerk of the Council, at the Tryal 
of Wakeman, to come to teſtific againſt the 
King, 1) the behalf of the Priſoner, what 
he heard ar the Council-Table,' a place 
where all things that are done, ovghe to be 
kept ſecrer, and fo had this, had it not been 
in favour of Wakeman. Eighthly, The frec- 
ing Wak:man, and queſtioning the Truth of 
that very ſamc Evidence, whereon the fame 
Judge 
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Judge had hanged ſo many before : But 
however my Lord Chief Juſtice and the Jury 
had ſo good an Opicioy of his Innocence, 
yer Sir George himliclt had nor fo", as ap- 
pears by his lng away Byord Sea,” Yo 
ſoon as ever his Tryal was over." Theſe 
and innumerable other Diſcouragettents Fath 
the Plot mer with, which being ob{&ved, 
rogether with the due Circumſtances of 'the 
Evidence, | think no Man that is not in the 
whole, or. part of the Plor hidfſelf;-can _ 
doubt the Vericy of it. Tiideed ar the firſt, 
many thcught-co caſt a SuſÞition vpon whar 
Oates and Bedlow informed, as bring tPer- 
ſons of an idle Life and Converfariort bur 
how rigiculous. is this: As if ſuch Rogues 
would truſt ſuch a Villany with honeſt Men, 
or any but thalſe that had been #* bad as 
themſelves; you might as well cxpett a 
Highway-man ſhould go and acquaint my 
Lord Chief Juſtice, or my Lord of Catter- 
bury, when he meant "to commit 'the next 
Robbery ; but a. bad ſhift is Vetter than none 
ar all. So that frcm the Nature of the Evi- 
cence, or Credit of the Informants,”"no Man 
can take Exception againſt the Tnformation, . 
either of Dr. Oates, Mr. Bedlow, or atiy of 

the reſt, ro whom Mr. Jenwuſos had Hately 
given .no ſmall Credit, in diſcovering” the 
four 7 Villains, that (9s Mr. Oates had ſaid ) 
were to haye aflaſlinated his Majeſty ar 
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Conſid. VIIL. The fourth and Iaft Argu- 


ment (which may ſometimes prevail with 
the Prince to disbelieve any Report of a 
Conſpiracy) is taken from the Nature and 
Iccercſt-of the pretended Conſpirators ; bur 
neither of theſe Motives can pretend to in- 
fluence our Prince into a Dil-belicf of this 
Popith Plot : For firſt, as totheir Nature and 
Principles, we all kndw, that in one of their 
own Councils, oz. the Lateran, we: e intro- 
duced thoſe two Helliſh Tenents of purtherirg 
Kings, and eatizg their God : But the Papilts 
will tel] you, that/they do not maurther Kings, 
for che-Pope he firſt depoſes them at Rome, 
and then if. they kill him, they kiil but a 
privace Perſon : We all likewiſe know ; that 
'tis heid an Aﬀ of Meri: amonglt them, to 
murther-an Heretick, witneſs their Maſtacre 
of the poor Proteſtants at. Parzs ; and to 
murther a Husband, a Brcethcr, or any (uch 
near Relationtbat is an Heretick, the greacer 
is the Merit, by reaſon of the Self-denial and 
Iojury done ta'vuar- ſelves, in the loſs of fo 
near a Friend; buit to murther an Heretick 
King (eſpecially where there is a Popiſh Suc- 
cellor) they hold to be the greateſt of all Me- 
rits,even ſufficient ro canonize him for a Saint, 
by reaſon of the vaſt Advantage will thereby 
accrue to the Popiſh Religion, not doubting 
but that the reſt of the Kingdom will, Regrs 
ad exemplam, (on after turn Papills. Having 
thus thetefore ſhewed them to be prepared 
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with Priaciplcs, {uMicient to u'dertake any 
ſuch Villany, lzt vs i1 the next place examine 
their Tocereſt, as it ſtands at this rim*;, where 
we ſhall find,-rhat their Intereſt does unavoi- 
dably excite them ro Murthec bis Sacred 
Maj:fty. For fiſt, They know he ca:mor 
long {ubſiſt without a conſiderable Sum of 
Meney, which he muſt receive, cither from 
their Party, or from the Patliament : Now 
for them to fupply him with {{0-vaſt a Sam, 
is a Charge, that (you may well imapine)they 
would &cfre ro ger rid of it they could ghough 
by the Kine's Death : On the ather tide, tor 
the Parliament ro Gipply him with Money, 
that rhey knovy carinot bedone, but by raking 
off rhe Heads of their Fadtion, excluding 
their Succefion, at:d conſcoring wo ſuch Laws 
as muſt of neceſhty ruin them : Beſides, his 
Majeſty hath already permitted the exccaring 


' of lo many of their Party, as they never can 


or will forgive ir. All which put together, 
with the grear ExpeQation they have trom a 
Popiſh Snccefſor, will make them vigerouſly 
and (pcedily attempt the King's Ruin, unleſs 
he ſuddenly prevents it, by adhering to his- 
Parliametn, and ruining them firſt, If bis 
Maj:(ty won!d be pleaſed for one Month-to 
think himſelf Henry VIIL and we bis Subjedts 
for the fame time (forgetting we are Prote- 
{tants) do by the Papifts, as they would do 
by us , were they in our Condition , what 
would become ©f Portugal aud Bruſſels wa

muſt fpcedily be done, and if we will rot be. 


gin with them; they will begig with us : For 
all che Favour his Majeſty can ſhew them, 
will not - ſatisfic that "greater ExpeRation 
which they © have from a declered ' Popift 
King. So that nothing ddes more juſtifiethe 
Plot than their-corrupt Principles and preſent 
Intereſt ;"whjch will make them [being ſure 
ro-have the ſucceeding King on their fide) 
rather 'yentore to puſh for it now, and run 
the Hazard of the Peoples Revenge, than 
ſaffer any longer the Iaconvenience of an 
Ergl:fþ Parliament, or danger of the next 
Sucteſſor beigg a Peoteſtant. 

Coſtd. IX.- Having thus therefore ſhewed 
you the danger wherein his Majcſty's Perſon 
now is, give me leave inthe rext place, to 
infor you Gentlemen, wherein is your grea- 
teſtDanger, both in relation to your City 
and your (elves: *Firſt then, as to your City, 
the chicteſt Danger whereunto it is obaoxious, 
is that of- Fire} for whereſoeyer the Jeſuits 
Intereſt prevails, they 'will above all things 
defire- the burning:of London : Firſt, becaulc 
it is the only; che united Force able to with- 
ſtand Arbitrary Government; and without 
that,- Popery can never prevail. Secondly, lt 
is the ohly Place, where by reaſon- of their

were actually taken a firing it, and brought 
to Authority z but all let lip away, and none 
bang'd for it, but one poor French-man, who 
contrary to the Judge's Perſmaliog, would vio- 
lently accuſe himlelf, There: is one moſt 
ewinent great Papiſt, who inthe rimeokchar 
Fire, pretended to. ſecure many of the - 
cendiatics, but ſecretly ſuftered them all to 
eſcape : Who this Perſon.was, js alrcady 
mentioned by Mr. Bedlow ;; for a Fopiſh King , 
or a Popiſh Succcflor, camper but reoyce an 
the Flames of ſuch. a too -poweayſnl City. 
Secondly, the- greatelt Danger «accreing to 
your Perſons, as well as to the whole Kin 
dom, upon the King's unrimely Death, will 
procecd from a Contulion and Want of fome 
eminent 
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eminent and imerefled Perſon, whom yorr 
may traſt co lead you up againſt a French 
and Popeſh Army : For which purpoſe, no 
Perfan 1s fitter than his Grace the Duke of 
Mmumouth, as wcll for Quakity, Courage and 
Conduct, as for that his Lite and Fortune 
depends upon the ſame Bottom with yours ; 
he will ſtand by you, therefore ought you 
to fland by him. And remember the old 
Rule is, He who hath the worſt Title, ever 
mak-: the beſt King ; as boing conſtrained by

Which puts mein Mind 
of the Story that Joſephus relates concert- 
mg Herod ; viz. That Antipatzy (to ſecure 
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to himſelf theCrown) having by his Trea- 
chery and falſe Accuſations prevailed with 
Herol to baniſh his two innocent Sons Al:x- 
ander and AriſioZalus, as alſo in his Life-rime 
to declare Antipatey for his Succeflor, di 

altcr that, the better ro confirm þ15 TI icle, 
exaſprrate Herod ro pur chem beth to Death ; 
which was no ſooner done, and - Aztipater 
freed from che Jcalouſie of cheir Succethon, 
hurt he begins te thick Aerod himfelt had 
lived too tong : Wherefore entring intoa 
Conſpiracy with Feroa's own Wite, as well 
as with Pharoas and many others, he 
decreed to poiſon bim; yet not being willing 
ro be preſent himfelf at the Execution of it 
(fog fear of ſome popular Tumult) he ab- 
ieM#eq himſelt ' and went to Rome. Bur 
Providence diſcovering this Plot to Herod, 
it ſoon after coſt Artipater his Lite ; and may 
all ſuch Traitots ſucceed accordingly,

pt: rewoke the Emperor's Sentence in Tempo» 
ral Cauſes. 

Il. Princes Laws, if they be againſt the 
Cans and Decrees of the Biſhop of Rome, 
be of no force ror firength. 

III. At Kings,  Riſhyps and Noble- Mn, that 
believe or [fer the Biſhop of Rome's De- 
crees in any thi-g to be violate, be accurſed, 
and for ever culf able befong God, as Tran» 
greſſors of the Catholick Faith. 

IV. The 
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IV. The Biſhop of Rome muy excommunicate 
Emperor: ana Princes, depoſe them from 
therr States, and datj-ingage their Subjefts 
from thetr Ozths ana Obedience to them, 
and ſo 60nſlr ain them to Receſſion.”

Fortunes to 
ſome old preafie bald-pated Abbot, Monk 
or Friar, then let him voice for a Popiſh Suc- 
cellor and Popery ; for when once that Re- 
ligion is eltabliſhed amongſlt us, theſe Canons 
will all come in play; and the Pope will 
then cel] you (whatſoever he may pretend 
at firſt) that his Predeceſſor had no Right 
to give away what belonged to the» Church. 
And fhis Mr. Coleman well knew, when he 
promiſed himſclf no leſs than to be once 
Maſter of the Earl of Beaford's Eſtate ; bur 
uniuckily the Gallows prevented ir, in making 
him a Saint before his time.
